On e could ha rdly help but be im pressed 
during the course of a “ hea ring ” at the City 
Hall this week on the proposed location of 
the Lincoln a ccess route to the Intersta te 
H ig hwa y. Severa l thing s m a de this im pres­ 
sion hut at the top of the list would have 
to be the frustration spa w ned through the 
futility of efforts to a dva nce any ca use. 
The “ hea ring ” wa.s a m ockery ex cept inso­ 
fa r a s it j)ermttted individua ls to ask ques-

tions, for the 
a ctual 
loca tion o f the 
road 
has 
long 
since 
been 
determ ined. 
And 
the 
g rea test deba cle of alt 
lies in the desecra tion of the sm a ll but utili­ 
ta ria n ea st la ke a t Oak Creek Pa rk. The 
story of wha t ha s happened to bring about 
this desecra tion is a long and involved 
one but within it ca n be found the essence 
of g overnm ent a t its .selfish and tyra nnica l 
be.st. The ea st la ke is rea lly not essentia l 
for the preserva tion and w elfa re of Lin- 
coln, nor ca n w e do without an a ccess to 
the intersta te. 
The Park and Recreation Advisory Board, 
of which this writer is a member, is fully 
aware of that and Is as elvlc-minded a 
group of individuals as can be found In 
Lincoln. This hoard wants the access and 
If destruction of the lake offered the only 
means of obtaining it, then the hoard would 
willingly make this sacrifice. 


But the board likes pa rks and it does 
not like to 
see 
them 
unnecessa rily 
de­ 
stroyed. It has seen this so many tim es 
in the pa st tha t the thoug ht of new street 
construction is a na usea ting thing in itself. 
F or it ha s been streets which ha ve chewed 
up severa l of the city pa rks and left them 
m uch the worse for the effort. 


★ 
All the board wa nted and all that was 
w a nted by other groups and individuals 
who w ere interested in the parks w a s a 
cha nce to sit in on g overnm ent decisions 
bea ring on the loca tion of the a ccess around 
Oak Creek Pa rk. But this w a s denied the 
board and everyone else m erely through 
the silence of sta te and city officia ls in re­ 
g a rd to the ex tension of any invita tion. 
Former State Engineer L. N. Ress prom­ 
ised this much co-operation as did his depu­ 
ty Henry Schlitt, now deputy under State 
Engineer Cochran. Mr. Cochran — we are 
sad to say because we like him and re­ 
spect him and believe he has what amounts 
to an almost impossible job — promised 
this much co-operation. 
Former 
Mayor 
Bennett Martin promised it and present 
Mayor Pat Boyles consistently indicated 
approval of such a procedure. The City 
Council was fully advised of the board’s 
feelings with a formal board resolution some 
time ago. 


Y et the only people who a ssisted in the 
m a king of the decision on the a ccess w ere 
sta te and city eng ineers, City Council m em ­ 
bers and the City-County Pla nning C om m is­ 
sion. And a m ong a ll these people there 
ha s not been one with both enough love for 
pa rks and enoug h coura g e to stand up and 
fig ht for them . An eng ineer — take your 
pick — wouldn’t g ive a hang for parks 
when you sta ck them up a g a inst streets, 
and this is sa id a fter som e 10 yea rs of dea l­ 
ing with them and the subject in g enera l. 
A stra ig ht line m ea ns a lot to them a s 
does an endless sla b of six -inch concrete, 


but a little w a ter where kids ca n fish and 
i>eopIe ca n 
boat is 
very dispensa ble, 
a 
plac e where people ca n go on a hot sum ­ 
mer day and just sit in the sha de of a 
tree, a pla ce where they ca n enjov the 
flickering em bers of a log fire on a cool 
spring or fa ll nig ht, a pla ce w here people 
can laugh and forg et the whole world a s 
they wa tch the birds and children at pla y 
none of these thing s counts when an en­ 
g ineer sta rts drea m ing of a va st network 
of a spha lt to m ove an endless .stream of 
steel, death and destruction on four w heels. 
How do we know this is so? We have 
asked the question a m illion tim es and a l­ 
w a ys gotten the sa m e a nswer. The ques­ 
tion wa s a sked a t the “ hea ring ” this week 
and the sa m e a nsw er w a s g iven a g a in. To 
m iss the la ke and the park would require 
the a ccess to go six blocks one w a y and 
SIX blocks back out of its wa y! That is 
the one and only rea son ever g iven for run­ 
ning the a ccess through the center of the 
ea st lake 
★ 
And why is that such a ca ta strophe? B e­ 
ca use when one driver g oes those tw elve 
blocks out of his w a y, it costs so much in 
g a soline consum ption and tim e. M ultiply 
this one ca se by the hundreds of thou- 
.sands which will tra vel the a ccess in a 
yea r and you ha ve som e a stronom ica l fig ­ 
ures on ex tra g a soline costs and lost tim e 
This Is siieh a ridieiilmis rea sen that it 
a lm ost defies a rg um ent. It is so ehildhh 
that it is surprising that adult people can 
ex pound it. 
If one person in LIneoln lost 
10 cents on the streets of the eit>, no one 
%Miuld think a thing about it. Hut if every 
man, woman and child in Lincoln lost 10 
cents on the sa m e riav. It would amount 
to som ething like $13,000 and the story 
would be a fa nta stic one. 
But to the individual it is still an insig ­ 
nifica nt loss of 10 cent.s and the loss per 
individua l on tra veling 
an ex tra 12 blocks on 
the a ccess is just a s 
insig nifica nt and unim ­ 
porta nt, 
pa rticula rly 
when there is a good rea son for it 
Was 
the "hea ring " this week an opportunity to 
do anything about this? It w a s no such 
thing beca use construction of the Intersta te 
intercha ng e with the a ccess is a lrea dy un­ 
der construction and this dicta tes a path 
for the a ccess through the ea st la ke. .\nd 
it has been this wa y a ll the wa y a long . Not 
a sing le fa ir and honest cha nce even to 
try to m a ke a ca se for the pa rks. 
There was premeditated deceit in this de­ 
nial of a hearing and a disgusting lack of 
local leadership and foresight. 
The park 
board will continue to operate and possibly 
some pittance will be doled out in kind for 
the loss sustained at Oak ( reek Park. The 
dole should be accepted, not because it is 
best or represents a part of the only answer 
to a problem, but rather, because the Park 
Board has enough heart, courage, strength 
and humanity to look first to the public’s 
interest and secondly to its own personal 
feelings . 


It would be the first tim e in this issue 
tha t this ha s been done. This a rticle m a y or 
m a y not ex press the opinion of the entire 
or even a m a jority of the Pa rk Board and 
is only incidenta lly w ritten by a m em ber 
whose prim a ry interest and concern a re un­ 
bia sed editoria l a na lysis.

Ma s te rful Le wis Quits 


In 40 yea rs a s hea d of the United Mine 
W orkers, J ohn L. Lewis never once a ba n­ 
doned the ca use of the w'orking man a s he 
sa w it. N ow, he is lea ving tha t ca use a s an 
a ctive worker in the da wning yea rs of a g e. 
H is departure from the scene will not be 
noted nea rly so much toda y a s it would 
ha ve been 20 yea rs ago. For 20 yea rs a go, 
J ohn L. Lewis w a s perha ps the m ost pow- 
erbil m a n in a ll the country. 
.*\t the heig ht of his ca reer, Lewis held 
sw a y over the a ctions of som e 600,000 men 
he num bered in 
his UMW 
and 
rela ted 
unions. One word from the voluble Letvis 
and his m ine w orkers a cted a s directed. No 
m ilita ry m a n ever had g rea ter control over 
his troops than Lewis had over his union 
m em bers. 
But w a s it a dicta torship, as 
som e sa id when he ca lled strike a fter strike 
at crucia l tim es in the na tion’s history? 
It m a y ha ve been but it w a s not if Lewis 
m ea nt the words he spoke one tim e before 
a Sena te Labor Com m ittee when he said 
of his persua sive power over his m em bers: 


"E very once in a while, they listen to m e. I 
a m very ca reful to sa y those thing s 1 know 
they wa nt m e to sa y. 1 a m their a g ent. They 
pay m y sa la ry. They keep m e in good 
clothes. They buy my cig a rs. 1 work for 
them . 1 ex pect to continue.” 


What J olm L. 
wa s ta lking about wa s 
loya lty to a ca use and a conviction and his 
m iners believed in him. .\nd well they 
should ha ve for he ra ised them from the 
depths of persecution and oppression to a 
pla ce of dig nity and well-being . In 25 yea rs, 
he more than tripled the w a g es of the 
m iners and g a ined for them g rea ter sa fety 
m ea sures and retirem ent benefits. He wa s 
la rg ely responsible for the org a niza tion m 
the m iddle 1930’s ot the steel and a utom obile 
industry, a lthough this led to a split in la bor 
which has just recently been hea led with 
the m erg er of the A.F of L. and C.1.0. Mr. 
Lewis m a y la de from the scene but not a n­ 
other labor lea der is ever likely to equal 
his record. 


On To Nov e mbe r 


The County Boa rd of C om m issioners has 
a lrea dy ta g g ed the 1960 N ovem ber gen- 
era l election ba llot a s the tim e and pla ce 
for subm ission to voters of a proposed bond 
issu e estim a ted at $4 m illion for eonstruc- 
lion of a new com bined citv-county build­ 
ing . So fa r a s tim ing is concerned and con­ 
flict with other governm ent needs in the 
a rea , there ca n be no quarrel with the 
fa ll vote. 


But despite a rg um ents of the City-County 
Building Authority to the contrary, there 
a rc som e other a rg um ents to the program . 
It is possible that the authority will be 
a ble to sell its program a s it now ha s it 
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pla nned—without settlem ent of consolida ­ 
tion issues and loca tion. But there is no 
question that tlie bond issue would find a 
much better reception if these two prob­ 
lem s could be solved in a dva nce. 
It is said that the city and county ca n­ 
not consolida te before a new buildm g 
is 
erected beca use there is not room enough 
m either of the ex isting sepa ra te buildings 
to permit such a m erg er. H owever, this does 
not prohibit the g overning bodies of 
the 
city and county from a g reeing in a dva nce 
to the consolida tion plan that will be used 
if the new building is constructed and de­ 
finitely binding them selves to such a m er­ 
g er if the bond issue is approved. 
Witliout such an a dva nce plan, it will be 
the conviction of m a ny citizens tha t once 
the two g overnm ents a re esta blished sepa ­ 
ra tely within the new building, a ll consoli- 
dation would be out the window. Also, it 
IS the feeling of m any that the consolida - 
tion plan should be known in adv’a nce so 
the structure can be built a ccording ly. This 
would elim ina te the possibility of Later re- 
m odeling 
to 
a ccom m oda te 
consolida tion 
com ing a fter the building is com pleted, 
even if such rem odeling 
would 
be 
com ­ 
pa ra tively inex pensive. 
County Board 
m em bers ex pressed the 
possibility that the site question- could be 
voted on at the sa m e tim e the bonds are 
•voted. This would solve that problem a s 
a vote on the m a tter of location is the 
only wa y in which this dispute over the 
new building ca n be settled. The new’ build­ 
ing is needed and would be a long -term 
la x sa ving s but 
its 
rea liza tion 
is 
very 
sha ky so long a s consolida tion and site are 
unsettled.

should warn the doctor 
of 
this, since a t lea st one m a n­ 
ufa cturer m a kes polio va c­ 
cine which does not conta in 
penicillin. 
To get back to your ca se, 
one of the ea siest w a ys to 
m a ke a m ista ke 
either in 
m edicine or a ny 'other 
a c­ 
tivity 
IS to connect a cau.%e 
and an a ltect 
which 
don't 
rea lly belong to ea ch other. 
it 
IS 
quite 
possible 
for 
va ccine to be g iven at a tim e 
when the 
pa tient, 
without 
knowing it, is com ing down 
with the flu or som e other 
m a la dy. 
Indeed, for that m a tter it 
is possible tha t the pa tient 
m a y even unknowing ly ha ve 
been 
ex posed 
to 
polio. In 
such an 
insta nce hea da che 
and flu-like sym ptom s m a v 
occur a fter the va ccine has 
b een g iven, althoug h these 


sym ptom s a re fa r less se­ 
rious than a full-blown ca se 
of polio. 


Thus I ca n .say tha t there 
MIGHT be a connection be­ 
tw een your polio shot and 
your 
hea da che 
and 
other 
a ches, but the odds are very 
long 
tha t 
som ething 
else 
w a s the ca use. After m illions 
of injections, the Salk polio 
va ccine hg s proved to be the 
sa fest of all im m uniza tions 
from the sta ndpoint of 
un­ 
plea sa nt rea ctions. 
One other thing ought to 
be considered in your ca se, 
a nyw a y. You ha ve had hea d­ 
a ches for yea rs:

In som e ca ses a person m a y 
be 
a ble to recog nize blue 
and sim ila r colors a s being 
blue, 
while 
the 
red-yellow 
colors seem to be g reen. In 
still others, the colors lend 
to m erg e into g ra y or brown 
tones so that they cannot dis­ 
ting uish colors ex cept when 
they a re bright, clea r ones 
—and then with difficulty, 
1 wouldn’t sa y that such 
pi’ople, even if severely col­ 
or blind, "see no colors at 
a ll.”

Minors Again Liquor Board's Big Headache 


Minors again prov ed to be 
the big headache for state 
liquor control inspectors.
